Methods of accomplishing this destruction, however, make an interesting case-|#

Official Eastern German governmental 
directives document this case-study, and the 
details are filled in by Eastern German stu- 
dents who have managed to cross over into 
Western Germany. 

The aim of the Eastern German educa- 
tional system has been reduced from the com- 
plexities of transmitting the accumulated 
knowledge, culture and values of western 
civilization to one simple objective—making 
good Communists. To accomplish this, the 
universities are instructed by the all-powerful 
Communist government to stress political 
loyalty above all else. Political loyalty, of 
course, means loyalty only to the Communist 
Government of Germany—and to Soviet 
Russia, 

“Correct political thinking’’—that is, Com- 
munist thinking—is enforced in two ways: 
by controlling the selection of students who 
attend the universities, and by determining 


what shall be taught them. 


The universities themselves have no 
opportunity to choose their own students. 

All applicants must submit statements of 
their political activities since 1945, and 
records of the political and financial status 
of their parents. 

Each application is then examined by the 
People’s Education Office, which is con-, 
trolled by the Communist Unity party, and 
co-operates closely with the Secret Police. 
If the background and political activity of 
the prospective student is found to be satis- 
factory, the application is forwarded to the 
university—not for examination by the fac- 
ulfy or administration, but by the Communist 
front parties among the students. Students, 
under firm political control, are able to in- 
vestigate further the political backgrounds 
of the applicants, with a sharp eye for po- 
tential “disloyalty.” 

Final approval comes from the People’s 
Education Ministry, the governmental educa- 
tion office. 

A form of infant damnation is practiced 
by the Communist regime of Eastern Ger- 
many. Sons and daughters of the old mid- 
die-class, whatever their current political 
views, find it extremely difficult to get in 
a university.

A deep freete ...

HEN Vice President Truman suc- 

ceeded to thé presidency in 1945 he 

confided to intimates that he wanted 
his Administration to be recorded as “one 
of the most honest in history.” Shortly 
thereafter, he told friends he was bound 
by no commitments and intended to do 
the right thing regardless of personal or 
political consequences. 

After six years, he ironically finds 
himself in the middle of scandals that 
reach rizht into the White House and 
involve his personal staff.

The popular conception—or misconcep- 
tion—of Washington was exemplified by 
Democratic Senator Fulbright’s observa- 
tion that developments in his Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation investigation in- 
dicated that “some sort of general investi- 
gation of the moral level'of the Govern- 
ment might be warranted.” 

No such over-all investigation of the 
“moral level” of the Government is likely 
because it Would require an appraisal of 
the “levels” of other administrations—an 
almost impossible assignment. 

In comparison with other scandals in 
our history, the recent disclosures are 
chicken feed, the work of cheap chisel- 
ers, both in and out of government. 
The charges against the Truman Ad- 
ministration, however, are something 
that almost anybody ¢an understand—a 
$9540 “natural royal pastel mink coat” 
for a White House stenographer: an 
$18,000 salary to her husband from a 
company completely financed by the 
RFC; free accommodations in ocean- 
front rooms in high-priced Florida ho- 
tels; commodity speculation by the 
White House physician, deep freezes 
and perfumes to high officials arranged 
by a former bootblack who had unre- 
stricted run of the White House. 

Because these charges can be so readily 
understood by the voters, the political re- 
percussions are likely to be more extensive 
than the vastly greater scandals in other 
recent administrations—the WPA _ vote 
scandals of the Roosevelt Administration, 

the tariff lobbies of the Hoover era and 
the Teapot Dome, Veterans Bureau and 
alien property convictions of the Harding 
and Coolidge administrations. 

Truman, against whom no‘ personal mon- 
etary charges have been made, has only 
himself to blame for the présent unfavor- 
able impression of his administrations 
throughout the country. In several notable 
instances, his choice of important officials 
has outraged the country and the Senate, 
such as Edwin W. Pauley for Under Secre- 
tary of the Navy; Mon C, Walgren for chair- 
man of the National Security Resources 
Board; Louis Johnson for Secretary of De- 
fense and the selection of Emery W. Alli-

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son as his personal candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic senatorial nomination in Missouri.

Furthermore, although he has boasted 
about his White House aids, he has not 
checked up to find out whether they have 
the confidence of the Congress or the 
country, whether they are withholding in- 
formation from him to protect each other 
or whether they are accepting favors that 
would cause their dismissal in private in- 
dustry. Instead, through an over-developed 
sense of personal loyalty, he has defended 
or ignored their obvious shortcomings. 


Harry H. Vaughan, who was named in 
connection with gifts of deep freeze units, 
is still White House Army aide; Mrs. E. 
Merl Young, who ‘got the mink coat, is 
still White House stenographer, and Don- 
ald Dawson, who enjoyed the Florida 
ocean view without cost to himself, is 
still White House administrative assistant. 

The current disclosures, however, have 

created a false picture in the minds of 
many persons who read or know little 
about the hundreds ef thousands of 
hard wortking Government workers from 
Cabinet officers down te the lowest 
classification in the Civil Service. Most 
Government scandals throw the spotlight 
on the rotten apples in the barrel and 
put the sound products in a dark back- 
ground, 

Truman has repeatedly complained that 
one of his most difficult and time-consum- 
ing tasks is to persuade good men to take 
responsible Government jobs: One reason 
for this is obvious. Many men competent 
for the proffered positions do not want to 
be associated in the minds of their friends 
with some of the officials who are said to 
be “close to the White House.” They also 
fear unfair congressional investigations 
and the smears of gossip columnists.

The Republicans naturally are elated 
over the present disclosures and are do- 
ing their utmost to exploit them, pointing 
out that Truman is the product of the 
Pendergast gang in Kansas City and that 
he suffers from “blind spots” when his 
friends and supporters are involved. 


They would like nothing better than 
a big Democratic scandal to blot out 
the public memory of Albert W. Fall, 
Republican Senator and Secretary of the 
Interior, and his “little black bag” con- 
taining $100,000 in bribe money; of 
Harry M. Daugherty, Attorney General, 
who barely escaped conviction by hav- 
ing his brother Mal destroy ledger 
sheets; of the $2,770,000 in liberty bonds 
of the Continental Trading Co., of 
which $50,000 worth were held over- 
night by Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary 
of the Treasury, before they were turned 
ever to Will Hays of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee; of the conviction of

Neither party can make itself white by 
calling the other black.

Both investi- 
gations have hurt the Administration. The 
Kefauver disclosures in Chicago did more 
than any Republican attack to defeat Sen- 
ate majority leader Scott Lucas, thereby 
putting former Representative Everett 
Dirksen in the Senate. 

The Maryland election investigation, 
headed by Democratic Senator Mike 
Monroney of Oklahoma, has raised 
enough stench te convinee almost every- 
ene except the dichards that replacing 
the Democrats by Republicans in Wash- 
ington would not automatically raise the 
“moral level” of gevernment. In that 
election, the combination of McCarthy- 
ism and McCormickism had fts first 
trial in operation on a statewide basis. 
Should McCarthyism triumph in just a 
few states in 1952, there can be no 
question that the moral tone of the 
whole government would decline.

Cynics may recall that the scandals of 
the Harding and Coolidge Administrations 
did not appreciably change the election 
returns in 1924 and 1928 or that the Pen- 
dergast corruption in Kansas City did not 
prevent the election of Truman to the 
Senate in 1934 and 1940. 

This writer, who has watched the 
actual eperation of government over a 
good many years and has read some 
American _ history, is convinced that the 
moral level has risen over the last quar- 
ter of a century, however.

The percentage of crooks 
in government is infinitesimal compared 
with the honest employes.

A month or so ago, General Ridgway asked 


said, “and our American people haven't the 
faintest conception of it.” ‘ 
There could hardly be a finer testimonial to 
the general's compassion than this mild rebuke. 
Perhaps it was, to some extent, deserved. But 
the chief business of correspondents is to re- 
port attacks and counter-attacks, communiques 
and casualties. And like the soldiers, they have 
to damn the streams of pity if they are to stick 
to their job. Yet the horror has not gone al- 
together unrecorded. For proof, we quote a 
paragraph from a New York Times story of a 
napalm raid on a Korean village: 

The inhabitants throughout the village 
and in the field were caught and killed and 
kept the exact postures they had held when 
the napalm struck—a man about to get on 
his bicycle, 50 boys and girls playing in an 
orphanage, a housewife strangely unmarked 
holding in her hand a page torn from a 
Sears Roebuck catalogue. 


In a way, these may be the most merciful 
features of the tragedy which so deeply per- 
turbs General Ridgway. Sudden death may be 
more kind than to be forced to join that motley 
horde of refugees which has been walking up 
and down the rocky, windswept peninsula as 
the armies have advanced, retreated and ad- 
vanced again across their homeland. 

Caught with inadequate clothing and with 
only a few possessions in a little bundle, many 
of these refugees are women. Many trudge 
along with babies in their arms. At night they 
tear up dead grass amid the frozen paddies 
and burn it for a pathetic bit of warmth. For 
them there is no more food than for the raven. 
They sleep under the sky, but for them the 
morning stars do not sing together. 

Old men and boys are rounded up by the 
security police and crammed into cold, bomb- 
battered jails, suspected of being collaboration- 
ists. It is so difficult to be sure that a Korean 
is loyal to one side rather than to the other. 
And the Communists do not make too fine a 
point of this. They have liquidated thousands. 

Frightened and confused, the others return to 
cities like Seoul and find them 70 per cent de- 
stroyed by bombs and shells. Homes are 
wrecked. Factories which once provided a live- 
lihood are gone. Utilities and water supply 
systems are destroyed. It is hard to know 
even how to try to hold body and soul together. 
Woe to those who have brought such a fate 
upon a people! 

. * . 

J. Donald Kingsley, United Nations agent gen- 
eral for Korean reconstruction, reports that 
there are 3,500,000 refugees, all lacking food, 
clothing and shelter, for whom no adequate 
help is now available. Surely, something must 
be done for these people. They cannot wait 
for the reconstruction of their country, prom- 
ised by the United Nations once the fighting 
stops. They need camps of a sort, and emer- 
gency relief in the form of food and clothing. 

We may have to inure ourselves to the 
methods of modern warfare; but we must not, 
we dare not inure ourselves to the suffering 
which it inflicts on the guilty and the innocent 
alike. It is not merely a political matter of 
keeping the Korean people from turning against 
us. It is an essential matter of preserving our 
own humane values, the values which are the 
only justification for resisting aggression. 

Here General Ridgway’s concern‘speaks well 
for us. But this concern must be backed up. 
True, the United Nations has decided to raise 
$250,000,000 for Korea, and more than $222,000,- 
000 of this has been pledged in money and 
goods by no less than 38 nations. The biggest 
shares were subscribed by the United States, 
$162,500,000, and by Great Britain, $28,000,000. 
But some nations, especially Latin Americans, 
have been slow to pay. They need prodding. 

More urgently, more of this money needs to. 
be put to immediate use. It is not enough to 
plan for a future Korea, all still waters and 
green pastures. Relief must be provided now.

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Ernest Bevin Retires 

Ernest Bevin became Britain’s Foreign Min- 
ister in the middle of the Potsdam conference, 
and Herbert Morrison now succeeds him in the 
middle’ of the Foreign Ministers’ deputies’ con- 
ference in Paris. The five and one-half years 
of Bevin's ministry are aptly characterized by

18-Year-Olds Still Guessing 

The combined 18-year-old draft and universal 
military training bill passed by the Senate is no 
service to 17- and 18-year-olds who are wonder- 
ing how to plan the next years of their lives. 

If the House should accept the Senate-ap- 
proved principle of U.M.TS., young men would 
be put on notice that they will have to serve in 
the armed forces. But they still would not know 
when. and consequently would be left in almost 
as much uncertainty as now. 

The Senate specified that all qualified men 19 
through 25 ld have to be called before 18- 
year-olds, and it is estimated that it may be at 
least a year before any 18-year-olds are drafted. 
Some draft boards no doubt will get to the 18- 
year-olds sooner than that, others later. Con- 
sequently, a young man of 17 finishing high 
school this June still has no idea whether he 
will have enough time to make it worth while 
to begin college, or job training. 

But bad as this measure is for continuing con- 
fusion, the bill the House Armed Service Com- 


mittee is now considering is even worse. It. 


would set.a three-year time limit on the pro- 
gram, which would have the effect of ending 
U.M.T.S. before it was well started. And it 
would set the draft age at 18%, which would 
cause greater disruption of individuals’ lives and 
of the economy than would an 18-year-old draft. 

House Republicans, meanwhile, are planning 
to introduce a further complexity by attempting 
to tack to the draft bill the unrelated issue of 
stationing American ground troops in Europe. 
That problem obviously should be decided on 
its own merits, not as a part of a long-term 
general military manpower bill. 

Considerable tailoring of both the Senate and 
the House versions is in order before the bill 
finally becomes law. 
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Tito’s War of Nerves 

The marching and counter-marching and the 
long series of incidents on Yugoslavia’s eastern 
borders which have been part of the Comin- 
form’s three-year war of nerves now have been 
used by Tito to launch a war of nerves of his 
own. And in this new endeavor he seems to 
have the support, though perhaps only tacit, of 
the United States. 

Tito issued a 481-page white paper listing the 
border incidents and formally accusing the So- 
viets of arming their Balkan satellites and of 
applying military pressure against him. The 
paper was sent to Western diplomats and to 
U.N. Secretary General Trygve Lie, but Tito’s 
Foreign Office made it clear that he did not 
plan to do anything further about it now. 

Nonetheless, the issuing of the accusations of 
“aggressive pressure” at this time is a signifi- 
cant step in the cold war in Europe. It comes 
amid rumors of satellite preparations for inva- 
sion of Yugoslavia. And it follows Secretary 
Acheson’s warning that aggression against Yugo- 
Slavia might precipitate a new world war. 

Because of that statement, Tito’s white paper 
is an effective warning to the Kremlin. He has 
prepared the ground for a request for American 
assistance in the event of need, and threatened 
Moscow with the military power of the United 
States. Yet by doing nothing further at the 
moment, he continues to avoid irrevocable alli- 
ance with the Western camp. 

Whether Tito’s war of nefves will forestall 
a Cominform invasion of his country can be 
only speculation. But it is certain that if the 
Kremlin is planning one, it now is compelled 
to consider the project again. 
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What Teapot Dome? 

Senator Capehart’s statement that the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation disclosures make 
Teapot Dome look “like Sunday school stuff” is 
a gross exaggeration, apparently made for po- 
litical reasons. However bad the RFC situation 
is, it hardly comes close to Teapot Dome. 


Chairman Fulbright of the investigating com-’ 


mittee properly stated that “Teapot Dome was 
out-and-out bribery of a Cabinet officer,” while 
the RFC case involves nothing like that. 

Secretary of the Interior Albert B. Fall, of 
the Harding Cabinet, was forced to resign and 
later sent to prison for taking a bribe from 
E. M. Doheny in the Teapot Dome scandal. 
Fall had secretly leased rich public oil lands to 
Doheny and Harry F. Sinclair. 

By contrast, no bribery has been shown in 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation inquiry. 
Neither has there been any apparent effort to 
rob the public of millions of dollars. In- 
stead, there is a wealth of testimony and ad- 
missions showing that RFC directors indulged 
in personal favoritism and mismanaged loans. 
There are flamboyant stories about a $9540 mink 
coat given to a White House stenographer, and 
about lawyers and former RFC employes who 
became influence peddlers. 

What the RFC case discloses is a mess of im- 
proper if not illegal conduct, and a federal grand 
jury will look further to see if any illegality was 
involved. It discloses a low level of political 
morality surrounding the RFC and perhaps other 
administrative agencies in Washington. Yet as 
Raymond P. Brandt writes on the front page of 
this section, the minor rapacities of today hardly 
compare with the major rascalities of yesterday. 

The RFC improprieties cannot be excused and 
must be investigated to the end. But if the

Not Purely Economic

wasn’t paying very well. Our trade with 
Canada was worth more than the trade 
with all the Latin American nations. 


lt was hone other than a banker, a Mor- 
gan partner, Ambassador Dwight W. Mor- 
row, who, animated by a mixture of intelli- 
gence and idealism, ended the threat of 
American intervention in Mexico. Later 
and more decisively, the United States re- 
fused to follow the imperial pattern when 
the Mexican Government confiscated all 
the American oil holdings in Mexico. 

Previously, in other parts of the world, 
the United States had stood for the Open 
Door in China, and had used the Boxer 


indemnity solely for the education of Chi- 


nese students. Later it carried out its 
promise to grant independence to the 
Philippines. 


Cost of Our Victory 


After the Second World War, so far were 
the American people and Government 
from wishing to consolidate imperial gains 
that they demobilized precipitately. om 
Teheran until months after Potsdam, our 
Government acceded to every one of Sta- 
lin’s important demands. 

We were principal victors in a terrible 
war.

E was the first President 
H nce by publicity. These 
first two volumes of the 
definitive edition of his letters 
(six volumes to come) reveal 
him as a shallow man, a per- 
petual adolescent, a martinet, 
an imperialist, an aristocrat on 
the make who caught the pub- 
lic’s eye and rose rocket-like to 
the presidency. They show him 
also as a fascinating letter- 
writer. Skillful editing makes 
these volumes an absorbing 
study of a complex character. 
Roosevelt was God’s gift to 
the Republican party. But for 
him, and the tinge of spurious 
liberalism he gave the G.O.P., 
the country might have been 
delivered over to the horrors 
of Bryanism. T. R. detested 
Bryan with upper-class loath- 
ing, but borrowed just enough 
of Bryan's radicalism to fool 
the public. How much of it was 
real may be judged by his views 
on Thomas Jefferson. 
Jefferson’s ascension to the 
presidency, he wrote, “was a 
terrible blow to this nation.... 
In my estimation Jefferson's in- 
fluence upen the United States 
as a whole was very distinctly 
evil; and, still more, he repre- 
sented without influencing the 
very tendencies which have 
made for evil in our character.” 
Of a piece with this patrician 
outlook was a delicious letter 
T. R. wrote home from Har- 
vard, reporting the three-year 
average of his grades: “I stand 
nineteenth in the class. Only 
one gentleman stands ahead of 
me.” What, one wonders, ever 
became of the 17 commoners?

rioters; my men shoot well and 
fear very little.” 

He loved the very thought of 
conflict. Some deep sense of 
inadequacy must have under- 
lain his constant effort to prove 
himself virile. When he wrote 
of political disputes it was in 
terms of smashing his enemies 
“between the eyes” and deliver- 
ing “slashing blows.” Stuffed 
with gooey geopolitics, he car- 
ried the same pugnacity into 
world affairs. He was all for 
grabbing Cuba, Hawaii and the 
Philippines, and teaching the 


Chinese their place. He spoiled — 


endlessly for a fight: with Ger- 
many, with Britain, with Spain, 
with Russia. He even got to the 
point of telling his friends that 
the country needed a war 
simply to recapture the manly 
virtues, and stem the drift to 
what he viewed as effete deca- 
dence. 

So, at length, he got his war. 
He spent just two months with 
the Rough Riders in Cuba, and 
bounded at once into the New 
York governorship. After all 
his posturing as the relentless 
foe of the Platt Republican 
machine, he found himself bel- 
lying up to Platt to get the 
nomination. Through interme- 
diaries he promised to be a 
good boy, to respect Platt’s 
position as boss, to submit all 


‘major decisions to Platt’s re-

NE term was enough for 
(pri. and the boss schemed 

cleverly to put T. R. on the 
shelf of the vice presidency. 
T. R. burned with moral indig- 
nation. He had work to do in 
Albany, he wrote his friends, 
and would ne'er, ne’er consent 
to be sidetracked. Then he 
into the Republican 
convention wearing his Rough 
Rider hat (an Acceptance Hat, 
somebody said), and started a 
demonstration which created 
the illusion of a spontaneous 
draft. 

The fact was that Platt had 
planned it all, over-riding Mark 
Hanna's desperate remon- 
strance: “Don't you realize that 
there’s only one life between 
this madman and the White 
House?” T. R., knowing he was 
licked, and thirsting moreover 
for any political advancement, 
made the best of it and bragged 
untruthfully that he had “stood 
Platt on his head.” Within a 
year, the assassin’s bullet that 
‘felled McKinley sent him to the 
White House.

UGH HAMMOND BEN- 

NETT began his career 

with the Department of 
Agriculture in 1903, but it is as 
founder and director of the Soil 
Conservation Service that he 
achieved world-wide fame. This 
brief book, a well-deserved trib- 
ute and well-written story of 
his career by a fellow worker. 
follows close on Dr. Bennett's 
announcement that when his 
seventieth birthday rolls round 
in April, he will retire from 
active duty. 

As Wellington Brink points 
out and those who know him 
can attest, it is impossible to 
associate with a man of “Big 
Hugh” Bennett's physical, men- 
tal and moral size without be- 
coming his disciple. He is a 
veritable giant in the earth, a 
warrior in the front line of 
man's struggle for freedom and 
survival, a scientist with his 
head in the stars and his feet 
planted firmly in the Mother 
Earth from which all men draw 
life. 

He is both prophet and doer 
of great deeds, dreamer of 
dreams and hard-fisted admin- 
istrator of one of the most effi- 
cient bureaus our democracy 
has yet produced. Generals and 
rulers of states respect Hugh 
Bennett. Men who work with 
him, as well as farm folk from 
the red clay hills of his native 
North Carolina to the Palouse 
wheat lands of Washington, not 
only respect “Big Hugh,” but 
love him. 

The reasons for these things 
are not hard to find. Back in 
the early 1930's there’ was a 
time of confusion and distress, 
when alternate flood and 
drouth, dust storm and depres- 
sion, plagued the land. Skele- 
tons of cattle and farmsteads 
and men’s hopes bleached white 
on the western plains; and top- 
soil from Kansas wheat fields 
lay thick on the decks of ships 
far out in the Atlantic. Tired 
jalopies loaded with broken 
people and broken possessions 
trekked painfully down dust- 
choked roads toward they knew 
not what tomorrow. 

In this time of need, there 
arose a leader; a man who 
knew the answers, knew that 
he knew them and stood ready 
to produce. The man was “Big 
Hugh” Bennett who for 25 
years had gone up and down 
the land, studying the wasting 
of the soil and the means by 
which it might be prevented. 
Now, by virtue of his knowl- 
edge, persistence and courage, 
he found men willing to listen. 
Thus soil conservation was born 
in the United States and today 
has spread across the nation 
and the world.

HERE were good agricul- 
T tural scientists before Hugh 

Bennett, as there are today; 
men working in many necessary 
fields. But to this man and to 
him almost alone must g0 
credit for the concepts on 
which modern soil conservation 
science is based. These include 
a new way of classifying land, 
not according to type but to its 
capability for production: that 
is, whether it should be used 
for crops, grass and grazing, 
treees or wildlife. Next consid- 
eration is its present condition; 
the state to which' man has 
brought the land as of today. 


Upon these factors depend 
treatment to bring the land 
back to maximum productivity 
and the use'to which it shall be 
-put. Next Bennett recognized, 
for the first time in America, 
that erosion was the most de- 
structive factor in our land-use 
pattern and that the cure lay 
in proper cropping plus scien- 
tific water management. Fi- 
nally he knew that real soil 
conservation could only be ac-

Next came a uniform law which 
was presented to all states, pro- 
viding for the establishment of 
farmer-organized and operated 
Soil Districts. These would de- 
termine, with he help of Serv- 
ice technicians, their conserva- 
tion needs to be carried out on 
farm after farm as rapidly as 
plans could be built. In a mat- 
ter of months the law went on 
the books of practically every 
state, and today there are more

The prescription is a 
familiar one and it will solve 
many problems. Just omit the 
word “television” in the follow- 
ing quotation and substitute a 
problem of your choice. 

“All adults must begin to re- 
alize that the dark side of tele- 
vision is but another symptom 
of a deep-lying trouble in our 
time. It is not television that 
must be cured. It is not even 
our children. It is we, the 
grownups—you, I, our neigh- 
bor. It is all of us and the 
values by which we live.” 


In his short book, Mr. Shayon 
does have specific suggestions 
to increase the family enjoy- 
ment of television and a word 
of advice to those who try to 
insulate their children from 
television. He also examines 
the long-range problem of lift- 
ing the cultural level of our 
nation through the use of this 
new medium. 


Shayon first recommends the 
creation of listener councils to 


maintain a continuing campaign 
of public appraisal of television 
and follows with a recommen- 
dation that the FCC license sta- 
tions to educational institutions. 
The author recognizes that one 
of the big problems of listener 
councils is the matter of funds 
and he also sees the need for 
large sums of money to finance 
stations operated by educational 
institutions. The only source of 
revenue mentioned is “the tax- 
payer.”

“Rolling along” is 
what it is doing right now, with 
14 of its stars paraplegic war vet- 
erans who do their singing, their 
chorus routines, even square 
dancing and acrobatics in wheel 
chairs. Accompanied by 10 beau- 
tiful show girls and one oversized 
one, the boys go through a fast 
paced show of 30 skits, including 
a circus act, which has a roller 
coaster, rope climbing, and high 
wire balancing act. 


Most people seeing the show 
probably assume that it had few 
problems once it was assembled, 
that some kindly group took the 
boys in tow and made their path 
easy. That is not the case. “It’s 
A Great Day” has had more set- 
backs, disappointments, and out- 
and-out heartbreak than the aver- 
age Broadway production could 
stand. The fact that it is on tour 
at all (now here and scheduled to 
play the American theater in St. 
Louis in the week of March 19) is 
due to the perseverance of its 
principals,. who hocked their 
watches, sold their cars, and 
mortgaged their home to finance 
it. 

Even though they’ve had their 
share of tough luck, the men in 
the cast, who range in age from 
23 to 34, think it’s wonderful that 
they've been able to change their 
show business status from ama- 
teur to professional. 


As amateurs they started out 
two years ago, at Birmingham 
Veterans Administration Hospital 
at Van Nuys, Calif. Their first 
revue was the result of some ideas 
and unlimited energy on the part 
of a Special Services worker, 
Catherine Nesburn, who though? 
it could be done. 


“We worked on the show about 
two months,” says Al “Lucky”

The 
others stayed in Los Angeles, 
working to perfect the show, 
which had now been revamped 15 
times.

our bond was supposed to be 
posted with the American Guild 
of Variety Artists,” Lucky recalls. 
“Most of the fellows were making 
arrangements to leave; one had 
even leased his house. We were 
to take a plane to Chicago at 5:30 
in the afternoon of the deadline 
day.

Our promoter was a con- 
fidence man. 


“Well, we sat around crying for 
a few days.

N Chicago the show ran five 

weeks at the Blackstone Thea- 

ter, and the town took the vets 
to its heart. There were parties, 
including one memorable pent- 
house party (“A very fine table 
they set,” Turk recalled happily), 
on Valentine’s day a deluge of 
mail and regular fan letters. 

“A lot of the boys have had re- 
quests for pictures, especially 
“Junior” Kassow, the comic, and 
said Lucky. 
“It's getting impossible to live 
with them.” 

“Yeah,” Turk added. “They all 
started out as simple guys. Now 
there’s more temperament than in 
‘South Pacific’. 


In each townmpthey are holding 
auditions among paraplegics to 
uncover new talent. A paraplegic, 
incidentally, is paralyzed from the 
hips down as the result of a spinal 
wound or injury. 

The mep in the show received 
their injuries in various ways. 
“Lucky” Perkins, Art Jurado, and 
Charles Russell were plane crash 
victims. Russell, by the way, is 
married to his nurse. Dale Jolley, 
Morris Murray, and John Mon- 
gold are Navy veterans who re- 
ceived spinal injuries.

Er- 
nest “Junior” Kassow was a para- 
trooper who received a gunshot 
wound. Jose J. Lopez was wound- 
ed by shell bursts. Grady K. 
Caldwell, Don Fox, and Don 
Schweigert all contracted polio 
while in service.

both legs in a Navy plane crash, 

Although a double amputee, 
Teal rides his wheel chair over 
a high wire, and because there's 
no visible means of ascent or 
descent, people are always asking 
how he gets up there. The 
answer is he swings himself up 
though Turk says, “Some people 
think we leave him up there all 
night.” 

For the most part, the show dis- 
guises the wheel chairs as boats, 
buggies, trains, merry-go-rounds, 
and while the effect is stylized, it 
is probably no more so than an 
ice or roller skating show. Bare 
bershop harmony, ventriloquism, 
and “dances” with the pretty girls, 
among them leading lady Patti 
Brill, are used to vary wheelchair 
feats of skill. Because the men 
balance and bounce about in their 
chairs so easily, audiences assume 
the chairs won't tip over, but said 
one cast member, “We have sev- 
eral flat heads to prove other- 
wise.” 

A few of the performers were 
entertainers before this show, 
among them drummer Marshall 
Ball, who played with Tex Bene- 
ke’s band in service, and Don 
Schweigert, former band vocalist. 
Others came from vastly different 
fields. Turk Behmoiram, for €x- 
ample, owned a grocery store In 
the Bronx, and finds his present 
job much more pleasant than 
“dishing out olive oil and sugar.” 


Just how long “It's A Great 
Day” will stay on the road in this 
slumping theatrical season is hard 
to say. The veterans have high 
hope of staying in business, even 
though it hasn't been a big money 
making venture so far. 

“They say there are 40 good 
show towns,” Lucky says hopeful- 
ly, “and we'd like to play them 
all. For our part, we'll keep the 
show goifig just as long as people 
want us.”

If you have joined the mechanized brigade, remember that 
for best results dishes always require pre-washing preparation. 
Give them a good scraping first, then a hot rinse for greasy 
dishes, a cold one for starchy or eggy ones. Never use soap in 
an automatic dishwasher—it may clog the mechanism and leave 
a film on the dishes. If you don’t get good results write the 
manufacturer about your troubles. He wants you to be happy. 

You need not cast yourself in the role of Kitchen drudge 
if you don't own a dishwasher. The new detergents, scouring 
pads and drain baskets will help you breeze through the job, 
if you go about it systematically. Be sure the dishes are well 
scraped and stacked before you swing into action. To get a 
good suds, sprinkle soap or detergent in the pan, then turn 
the water on full force. Rinse with HOT water. A survey 
made in Indiana several years ago proved that a pour-over 
rinse of 192 degrees F, yielded clean dishes which met 
bacteriological standards set by the. United States Public 
Health Services four times out of four. Faucet water of 120 
degrees made the grade only one time out of four.

One of the most practical household items we 

have come across was introduced at the Chicago 
housewares show in January, and is now being stocked 
by St. Leuls shops. It is a rubber mat which fits 
over the divided section of twin sinks and minimizes 
the danger of chipping plates or breaking handles 
from cups if you use your sinks for dishwashing. It 
also provides a good resting place for pots and pans 
during scouring. The illustration below shows it in po- 
sition with another useful gadget—the sink liner in the 
right-hand sink, Wide flaps on all four sides of the 
liner extend upward to protect both sink surface 
and dishes. The divider and the liner come in red, 
marbleized black, blue, yellow or green.

MRS. G.K., ST. LOUIS, has a waffle iron that is giving 
trouble. She writes: 

“It is black—I suppose it is burned—and I can't sdak 
the plates in any type of cleaner as the heating coils are 
attached. How can I clean it? I have been using oleomargarine 
instead of butter in the batter. Would this cause the shorten- 
ing to burn onto the iron?” 

No, margarine isn't the culprit. Perhaps you open the 
fron before the waffle is through baking. Be sure to leave 
it closed until the light goes out, if-it is an automatic iron, 
or until it stops steaming. ~ ee 

To repair the damage which is already done, brush the 
grids vigorously with a wire brush. If that doesn’t do the 
trick, take it to any service shop which repairs appliances 
and have them buff and clean it for you. Then season as 
you would a new iron; that is, oil well with any unsalted fat 
(never butter or margarine) and heat as hot as you can get it. 
Turn off and leave open until cool, then wipe off excess oil. 

After the iron has been treated it need not be greased 
when used. Be sure to always leave it open to cool. This 
is important. Also, I am sure you know that waffle irons 
should never be washed. 

There is row a commercial product on the market with 
which you can treat a waffle iron to permanently condition it 
to prevent sticking. It comes in liquid form and is simply 
brushed onto the grids after they are thoroughly cleaned.

This year many owners of 
new suburban homes will be 
planting food crops for the first 
time. These beginning garden- 
ers—and old hands, too—need 
te be reminded that there are 
two main requirements for pro- 
duction of quality vegetables: 
good soil and abundant sun- 
shine. 

Since the garden plot should 
have at least five or six hours 
of sunlight a day, it should not 
be shaded by building or located 
too close to trees. Food crops 
cannot compete with greedy roots 
of elms or maples. Neither can 
they be grown with success in 
the clayey soil of the average 
back yard. Ample supplies of both 
mineral elements and organic 
matter are needed to produce 
succulent vegetables that are high 
in food values. 

When starting a new garden, it 
is advisable to make only a small 


though, to be sure that the 
ground has dried sufficiently. If 
a handful of earth makes a gum- 
my ball instead of crumbling, it 
is not yet in workable condition. 
Small Area for Salad. 

At plowing time dead grass and 
remnants of weeds can be incor- 
porated into the top layers of the 
soil. The garden should be fer- 
tilized with ground limestone (ob- 
tainable from local quarries) ap- 
plied at the rate of five or 10 
pounds to 100 square feet. In 
this space about two pounds of 
rock phosphate may be added, 
and perhaps four pounds of 
“complete” chemical fertilizer. 

Available organic matter, such 
as rotted manure, leaves, and 
compost, or granulated peat, 
should be used as far as it will 
go. Spread a two- or three-inch 
layer, and work it into the top 
six or eight inches of soil. A

REEK cooks have a simple, ta of preparin 
boiled whole chicken with bse in which ‘aor re 
no spices for either flavor or color. They use only 

salt to season chicken, butter and salt for rice, and serve 
the dish with yogurt or grated cheese. 

George Dimpapas, part owner of the Yale Cafe who 
is considered an expert on Greek dishes, begins by plac- 
ing a prepared whole ‘chicken in a kettle. Chicken is 
covered with water and a tablespoon of salt is added when 
water begins to boil. Kettle is then covered and chicken 
allowed to simmer until tender. While chicken simmers, 
rice soaks in warm, salted water for about 30 minutes. 

Cooked chicken is removed from broth and set in a 
warm place. Broth in which it cooked is strained, and 
rinsed rice is added to cook until all broth has been ab- 
sorbed. That takes about 25 minutes. Melted butter is 
= over rice, which is allowed to stand, covered, for 
ive or 10 minutes. Chicken is served on a mound of the 
buttered rice. 

INGREDIENTS: One three-pound whole young chick- 
en, one and ae tablespoons salt, one cup long grain 
rice, one-half stick butter, one pint jar yogurt, or grated 
cheese, if preferred, about three quarts water. These 
amounts serve four to six persons.

PIERCE KNOX: 


he has come a long way... 


“I Can Do Anyth 


He learned the xylophone in braille 


HREE YEARS AGO, California’s Pierce 
Knox was banging a marimba in a 
three-piece band on the Oakland water- 
front. Today he is earning a five-figure 
income as xylophone soloist on Horace 
Heidt’s CBS radio and television pro- 
gram. And soon he will start a 48-state 
tour with his rhythm unit. 
Knox has come a long way in three 
years—a very long way for a blind man. 
When Pierce was four years old he 
fell desperately ill with spinal menin- 


'gitis which left him permanently blind. 


“I can hardly remember ever having 
been able to see,” he says. “All I recall 
are streaks of vivid yellow and bright 
splashes of green. It all seems to have 
been so very long ago.” 

After Pierce had become adjusted to 
a world of darkness, his parents en- 
rolled him at the State School for the 
Blind in his home town, Washington, 
Iowa. At 10 he started playing the ma- 
rimba and by the time he was 15 (when 
his family moved to Oakland) he.had 
mastered 100 songs, first translating 
their notes into braille, then memorizing 
them. 


He Got His Big Break 


In August, 1948, he was playing in an 
Oakland dance hall when a friend per- 
suaded him to enter Horace Heidt’s 
original youth opportunity contest. 
Knox won the contest on a Sunday 
night broadcast and he has been a 
Heidt soloist ever since. Today he is as 
much a part of the show as the piano. 

Right now, as he looks forward to a 
new career with his own band, Knox 
seldom thinks of himself as a blind 
man. “The way I look at it,” he says, 
“I’m glad to be alive!” e

OREIGNERS HAVE a muddled misconception 

of the American woman. They see her as 

a pampered darling who sits on a plush 

cushion—at her feet, a husband for whom 
she doesn’t give a darn, much less darn a sock. 
They see her as a spoiled, arrogant jewel, a 
patron of psychoanalysts:and divorce lawyers. 

Foreigners paint this decadent picture because, 
in their own countries, they see only the Amer- 
ican women whe travel in the mink manner. 
They don’t notice the average U.S. tourist travel- 
ing on a budget; she is not so conspicuous. 

What these critics of American womanhood 
don’t recognize (because they don’t want to ad- 
mit it) is that there have been two periods in 
history when American women have ranked 
among the hardest-working women in the world. 

The first was the pioneer era. 

The second is right now. 

Today, young American wives and mothers are 
breaking all records for industry and ingenuity. 
They work harder, longer, in more varied fields, 
than any women in the world. 

They are not waited on. The servant class is 
shrinking so rapidly that only older and wealthier 
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ROWLANDS share fun 
with their three children. 


women can afford servants. And they are any- 
thing but pampered, because pampering doesn’t 
fit in with current American economics. 

They don’t want their husbands “at their feet.” 
They want their men to be he-men, not Milque- 
toasts, and they are better-informed and more 
enthusiastic about their love-lives (a realm of 
living the French once thought they had a corner 
on) than any women since Cleopatra. 

There was a period in American womanhood, 
when taxes were lower and a dollar was worth a 
dollar, that found the young lady of the family 
in a quite queenly position. Her papa and mama 
and grandfather were able to turn over enough 
of a dowry to keep her in maids till her husband 
was set up financially to do the very same thing. 

But not now. It’s true that a good deal of her 
housework is made easier by labor-saving de- 
vices. But it’s also true that the American girl 
has drive and enterprise and for every step saved 
by one of these new contraptions, the modern 
young woman takes two—if not six—more. 


Her Standards Are Higher

duty housewife who wouldn’t dream of just 
taking care of the children, cooking meals, clean- 
ing house, pleasing her husband—and letting it 
go at that. 

She has had a modern education and it’s 
given her Standards.

Nour- 
ishing food alone won't do-it must have eye 
appeal, color contrast and a half-dozen other 
requirements that grandma never heard of.

But have they? . 

“Tain't so!” screamed Williams, who 
has boasted that he has the keenest sight 
in baseball. When he was in the Marine 
Corps, it was discovered that Ted could 
see twice as well as the average man. He 
holds the student gunnery record for 
shooting out of a plane and one of his 
favorite pastimes in Boston is to identify 


the ducks flying over the Charles River 
from a half-mile away. 


Says It Isn't So 


IsTeN,’’ said Williams. ‘“‘Why, some- 
times I can even see the ball at the 
point of contact with my bat.” 

But that, according to Dr. Emanuel 
Josephson, is precisely the point at which 
Ted can’t see the ball. 

“Shutting the eyes,” says Dr. Joseph- 
son, a New York eye expert, “is a defense
